said  works  and  the  operation  thereof,  including  the 
supplying  of  gas  of  the  kind  ami  quality  and  in  tin 
manner  her  matter  mentioned,  and  the  lighting  of  tin- 
streets  of  the  said  City  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
until  after  the  said  bond  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
the  Corporation  and  duly  approved  of  by  a resolution 
of  the  Mayor  and  Council  thereof. 

|{.  l he  Company  shall,  within  nine  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  By-Law,  establish  gas  works  and 
buildings  adequate  to  the  supply  of  the  said  City,  and 
lay  mains  adequate  to  the  supply  then  from  of  gas  to 
the  lamps  and  to  all  persons  and  corporations  herein- 
after mentioned;  and  in  case  the  same  shall  not  be 
established  and  laid  within  the  period,  or  in  case  of 
the  breach  of  the  conditions  of  the  said  bond,  all  the 
powers  hereby  conferred  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  said 
period  or  upon  such  breach,  cease  and  determine,  and 
this  By-Law  may  be  repealed.

quate amount  of  gas  of  good  quality.  Provided  it  shall 
not  be  compulsory  on  the  Company  to  furnish  or  intro- 
duce the  same  as  aforesaid  into  any  house,  office, 
shop,  establishment,  residence,  or  building,  at  a dis- 
tance of  more  than  fifty  feet  from  any  of  their  mains, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Provided  that  any 
person  or  corporation  requiring  a supply  of  gas  may,  if 
the  place  wherein  such  gas  is  required  be  distant  more 
than  fifty  feet  from  any  main,  require  the  Company  to 
supply  such  service  pipe,  stop-cock,  and  meter  for  the 
price  above  mentioned,  and  a sum  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  a foot  for  each  foot  of  the  distance  in  excess  of 
such  fifty  feet.

The  location  ol  said  lumps  may,  at  any  time,  and 
from  time  to  time,  be  changed  by  the  Corporation  at 
the  expense  of  the  Corporation  by  resolution  of  the 
Mayor  and  Council  thereof,  and  thereupon  and  upon 
the  removal  hy  the  Corporation  of  any  ol  tin  said 
lamps  or  the  furnishing  by  the  Corporation  of  new 
lamps,  the  Company  shall  supply  gas  ut  the  place  or 
places  provided  hy  any  such  resolution  in  like  manner 
as  if  the  same  had  been  mentioned  m the  said  first 
mentioned  resolution.

S.  1 he  Company  may,  under  the  superintendence 
and  sub  ject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Works  or  of 
the  proper  person  or  persons  having  the  management
